It is a monument 
alike of the skill of Major Wheat as a bridge 
builder and of hi* integrity and uprightness 
as a man.

company from

fur transportation of freight and 
passengers, 
having due regard lo weight, 
bulk, value, destructalulity, distance and to

A TRANSPORTATION BILL. 
Wadsworth of Ohio introduced a bill, which 
was referred to the Committee on Railways 
and Canals, establishing a Bureau of Trans­ 
portation and to regulate the management of

They are requir­ 
ed to give bond3—commissioners $100,000 
and assistants $50,000. 
Each commissioner 
is to receive a salary of $6,000 and the assis­ 
tants $4,000

aunum.

Bureau 
is to be attached to the Interior Depart­ 
ment, 
charged with the duty of causing 
to be observed all laws of the United States 
relative to transportation of freight and pas­ 
sengers over railroads or consolidations of rail­ 
roads that have terminal points in different 
states or territories and relative to the man­ 
agement 
and 
operations 
of 
the 
same 
and 
the 
management 
and 
operations 
of 
all 
transportation 
companies 
en­ 
gaged as common carriers oi freight and 
passengers oyer such railroads. 
In case any 
railroad or transportation company shall will­ 
fully refuse or neglect to obey any law of the 
United States or to observe any order, decis­ 
ion, rule or regulation made by the Commis­ 
sioner in pursuance of law, the same shall 
be deemed sufficient cause to restrain such 
company 
from 
carrying on the business 
of common carrier as long as such refusal or 
neglect continues. 
The commissioner to be 
invested with the power of arranging rates of 
charges 
for transportation of freight and 
passengers, 
having due regard to weight, 
bulk, value, destructability, distance and to 
each other, a matter that ought to be consider­ 
ed as he may deem to be just as between such 
companies and their patrons, provided the 
rates when charged and collected at the max­ 
imum shall yield a dividend among the stock 
holders, «estimating from the busine33 of the 
preceding year, of not lc3.s than ten nor more 
than fifteen per cent, upon the actual cost of 
all property of the company.

much per head, and are collected and de­ 
stroyed systematically. 
They abound in wild 
mobs upon mountains of the most rugged and 
inaccessible character, as well as upon the 
widest plains of the interior; always degene­ 
rating, becoming smaller, weaker and wilder. 


—They are boasting m Massachusetts of the 
prompt payment of the State tax of $2,500,- 
000.

$2,500, or ooe-tonth of one per cent.,remained 
unpaid.

T he ‘‘G e rry m a n d e r.’* 
It may not be generally known whore tbat 
horrid picture, which is now only occasional­ 
ly met with, and which was designed to show 
just how the “Gerrymander” looked on paper, 
originated. 
The Salem Gazette alludes to it 
as follows: 
“ in the year 1811, under the administration 
of Gov. Gerry, a law was passed rearranging 
the districts for State Senators in such a man­ 
ner as to bring the strong federal towns all 
together in two or three districts, and thus 
securing a largo and it was expected a perma­ 
nent Democratic majority in all tbe other dis­ 
tricts. 
‘The federalists may now hang up 
their fiddle for ten years,’ was the triumphant 
speech of one of the framers ot lite law. 
Per­ 
haps no district was more ingeniously mani­ 
pulated for this purpose than that of Essex 
South; and the gentlemen who were named in 
the first part of this article, as habitual visitors 
of the Gazette office, promptly discovered its 
resemblance to the body of a dragon, as de­ 
picted iu the old books. 
Mr. Appleton acted 
as draughtsman, and after various experi 
ments a monstrous shape was at length drawn 
out showing accurately enough the distortion of 
the scheme, and christened it the Gerryman­ 
der. 
Mr. Theodore Morgan, an ingenious 
watchmaker, who kept a shop opposite, en­ 
gaged to engrave tiie monster, and sat up all 
night to do it, on blocks of metal made from 
the melted types of the Gazette office. 
The 
picture and the name had an astonishing run. 
The engraving was copied in the Federal pa­ 
pers of all the great cities, aud the name has 
become an established fixture in ‘.ho language. 
The immediate consequence of that picture 
and that word was an immediate revolution in 
the politics of the state, and the repeal rf the 
district law.”

The Common Council of the city of Kingston do 
ordain as follow s: 
s e c t io n 1. Thecity of Kingston shall bo divided 
into two tire department districts—the Bel, 4th, 6th, 
Cth and 7th Wards to comprise the Eastern Fire 
District, and the 1st, 2d. 8th aud 9th Wards to rom- 
prise the Western Fire District. 
CHIEF ENGINEER AND ASSISTANTS. 
Section 1. Each of said departments shall consist of 
a Chief Engineer, two Assistant Engineers, and as 
many engines,hose and hook and ladder companies 
as the Common Council shall from time to time es­ 
tablish. The number of men appointed to each 
steam engine and tiand engine company shall not 
exceed liity (50); to each hose company thirty (30); 
unless each nose company shall run 1,000 feet of 
hose or more, or more than o.-,a apparatus, or run a 
tender carrying both hose and coal for a steamer, 
in which case each company shall be entitled to 
sixty (CO) members; ami to each hook and ladder 
company (50). In addition to the number of mem­ 
bers allotted to the several steam engine compa­ 
nies, each of said steamers shall be entitled to an 
engineer aud fireman, to be appointed by the Com­ 
mon Council, on tho recommendation of the chief 
engineer, for such time and at such compensation 
as the Common Council shall prescribe.

The famous Connitt case has at last come to 
an end, and a most unfortunate one, too, for 
tho Dominie, as the Commission of Appeals 
have decided in favor of tho respondents. 
As 
this decision of the highest tribunal In our 
state also decides important questions in re­ 
gard to tho relation of pastor to church, we 
will give as briefly us possible a statement or 
the case. The defendant, the Reformed Dutch 
Church of New Prospect, located at Shawan­ 
gunk, was organized as a religious corpora­ 
tion under the laws of this state, and attached 
to the Reformed Dutch Church in America. 
Tile plaintiff, George W. Connitt, was regu­ 
larly called and settled a3 minister over the 
Church of New Prospect, at on annual salary, 
together with use of the parsonage belonging to 
the church. This call was In tho usual form used 
by the churchy of tho abovc-uamed denomi­ 
nation. 
In October, 186S, six of the eight 
members of consistory, with four other mem­ 
bers of the church, presented a communica­ 
tion to tim Classis of Orange, to which the 
Church of New Prospect was attached, pray­ 
ing that the pastoral relation between tho 
plaintifl Connitt and the church might be dis­ 
solved. Upon this petition, which presented us 
grounds for the request tho embarrassed and 
divided condition of tho church, the Clus;h 
took proceedings, resulting ultimately iii n 
resolution dissolving the pastoral relation, 
which resolution bore date May 3, 1869. From 
this decision Mr. CouuiU appealed,aud refused 
to withdraw from the church or suspend the 
exercise of tits pastoral duties. 
He was then tried upon new charges arid 
suspended September 29lb, 1869. 
From this 
decision an appeal was also taken. 
Tho first 
appeal was decided in favor of tho Classis, 
when the other appeal! were withdrawn. 
Pending these proceedings the war wa* hot 
between the two opposing parties. 
New mem­ 
bers wore appointed to fill the .vacancy occa­ 
sioned by the withdrawal of the defendants 
from the consistory, while Hie old members 
still continued to act, and demanded the keys 
of the church of Mr. Connitt. 
This was re­ 
fuged, when on the night of May 2d, 1869, they 
entered the church through a window, and 
with bolts and ropes fastened the doors aud 
windows, th a i getting complete possession. 
Mr. Connitt, however, still remained in posses­ 
sion of the parsonage. 
A number of ca?-1) 
were brought in the Supreme Court by Mr. 
Connitt against the Church, and judgments to 
the amount of $1,101.84 recovered for salary. 
One or two cases were also brought by the 
Church against Mr. Connitt, but at lust the 
parties agreed to submit the question in a 
■ingle case Bader Section 372 of the Code. 
Tho questions submitted are os follows:— 
First —** Is the Rev. George W. Connitt still 
the pastor of the Church at New Prospect! lf 
ho is not when did he cease to be such pastor?” 
Second—“ Is George tv. Connitt entitled to 
any salary as pastor of said Church since tho 
3d day of May, 1869. and if so, up to w hat 
d ate!” 
Fourth—“ From what lime, if any, 
are* the defendants, the New Prospect Church, 
entitled to a reasonable rent.” 
The case was decided at General Term lu I 
Nov cimier, 1*71, and tho judgment of the 
Court (it wa I a divided Court, Parker aud 
Potter in favor of defendants and loam ed 
dissenting; was: 
That Mr. Couuitl ceased to 
Im* th" pusOir of the Sew Prospect Church May 
bd, latin, and since that time that lie was en­ 
titled to no salary, aud that the judgments 
rendered him for salary -hoald be set aside; I 
that the individual defendants, Johu T. Dema­ 
rest, David Parliament and the seven others 
opposed to the minister, were the true con­ 
sistory of the Church, and that Mr. Connitt 
should pay rent for the parsonage from July 
30tb, 1369, lo February 7th, 1871.

THE «¡HEAT CONtlTTI .A e ESDED. 
Tim Pugnacious Parson Renten at 
East. 
The famous Connitt case has at lail come to 
an end, and a most unfortunate one, too, for 
the Dominie, as the Commission of Appeals 
have decided in favor of the respondents. As 
this decision of the highest tribunal In our 
state also decides important questions in re­ 
gard to tho relation of pastor to church, we 
will give as briefly as possible a statement ot 
tho case. The defendant, the Reformed Dutch 
Church of New Prospect, located at Sbawan­ 
gunk, wa3 organized as a religious corpora­ 
tion under the laws of this state, and attached 
to the Reformed Dutch Church in America. 
The plaintiff, George W. Connitt, wa3 regu­ 
larly called and settled as raiuister over the 
Church of New Prospect, at an annual salary, 
together with use of the parsonage belonging to 
the cbtlrch. This call was in tho usual form used 
by the churches of tho above-named denomi­ 
nation. In October, 186S, six of the eight 
members of consUtory, with four other mem­ 
bers of the church, presented a communica­ 
tion to tho Classis of Orange, to which the 
Church of New Prospect was attached, pray­ 
ing that the pastoral relation between the 
plaintlQ Connitt and the church might be dis­ 
solved. Upon this petition, which presented as 
grounds for the request the embarrassed and 
divided condition of tho church, the Classis 
took proceedings, resulting ultimately iu a 
resolution dissolving the pastoral relation, 
which resolution bore date May 3, 1869. From 
this decision Mr. Connitt appealed,and refused 
to withdraw from the church or suspend the 
exercise of his pastoral duties. 
He was then tried upon new charges and 
suspended September 29tfa, 1869. From this 
decisiou an appeal was also taken. Tho first 
appeal was decided in favor of the Classis, 
when the other appeal^ were withdrawn. 
Pending these proceedings the war was hot 
between the two opposing parties. New mem­ 
bers were appointed to fill the -vacancy occa­ 
sioned by the withdrawal of the defendants 
from the consistory, while the old members 
still continued to act, and demand<\l the keys 
of the church of Mr. Connitt. This was re­ 
fused, when on the night of May 2d, 1869, they 
entered the church through a window, and 
with bolts and ropes fastened the doors and 
windows, thus gettiug complete possession. 
Mr. Connitt, however, still remained in posses­ 
sion of the parsonage. A number of cases 
were brought iu the Supreme Court by Mr. 
Connitt against the Church, and judgments to 
tho amount of $1.401.84 recovered for salary. 
One or two case3 were also brought by tbe 
Church against Mr. Connitt, but at last the 
parties agreed to submit the question in a 
single case under Section 372 of the Code. 
Tho questions submitted are as follows:— 
First—“ Is tbe Rev. George W. Conuilt still 
the pastor of the Church at New Prospect ? If 
bo is not wlieu did he cease to be such pastor?” 
Second—“ Is George W. Connitt enlitled to 
any salary as pastor of said Church since the 
3d day of May, 1309, and if so, up to what 
date?" Fourth—“ From what time, if any, 
are the defendants, the New Prospect Church, 
entitled to a reasonable rent.” 
The case was decided at General Term in 
November, 1871, and the judgment of the 
Court (it was a divided Court, Parker and 
Potter in favor of defendants and Learned 
dissenting) was: That Mr. Connitt ceased to 
be tbe pastor of the New Prospect Church May 
3d, 1S69, and since that time that he was en­ 
titled to no salary, and that the judgments 
rendered him for salary should be set aside; 
that the individual defendants, Joliu T. Denta­ 
res!, David Parliameu and the seven others 
opposed to the minister, were the true con­ 
sistory of the Church, and that Mr. Connitt 
should pay rent for the parsonage from July 
30th, 1SG9, to February 7th, 1871. 
Mr. Connitt then appealed to the Court of 
Appeals from this judgment. This court, as 
we have b; fore stated, affirmed the decision 
of tho General Term. The law points decided 
are a3 follows: 
The relationship of pastor and people in the 
church known as “The Reformed Church iu 
America,” is purely ecclesiastical. Its ecclesi­ 
astical tribunals alone have cognizance of it. 
The contract between a particular church of 
this denomination and the pastor thereby, is 
conditional, and dependent upon the ecclesi­ 
astical relationship. A contract between such 
a church and its minister, for the services of 
the latter, at a stipulated salary, based upon 
the fact of its subordination to the rules of 
church government, as established by the de­ 
nomination. is subject to the ecclesiastical 
rule of the church, and a decree of the au­ 
thorized church tribunal, dissolving the pas­ 
toral relation between the minister and bis 
church, severs that relation, and annuls the 
contract of employment. 
The attorneys in the case arc T. R. A F. L. 
Westbrook for plaintiffs and appellants, Mari­ 
us Schoonmaker for defendants. 


A bout I.o aic rs. 
Street loafers and gutter snipes are very nu­ 
merous uptown, so it is unsafe for any house 
to be left without a male member of the house­ 
hold for protection. These snipes watch the 
houses until tbe men have gone, and then 
ring the door bell; when the door Í3 opened 
they crowd iu, in spite of all the eflorts of the 
women to prevent them, and carry oil' what 
ever valuables they can lav their hands on 
An entry was attempted in several places 
Saturday night. One saloon keeper who was 
alone in h¡3 saloon, was forced to draw liis re­ 
volver on two of these individuals, while 
at another place they tried both the doors and 
windows to make an entry, and were only 
driven oil by the screams of the women oc­ 
cupants. It is no unusual thing tobe stopped 
in the street at night by some vagrant, and 
tho authorities should take some measures for 
the better protection of property, as the coa 
stables are generally missing when there is 
use for them. At anyrate, every man should 
be prepared for emergencies of this kind, for 
he is liable to lie tackled almost anywhere af­ 
ter dark.

His next job was to waylay and rob a Ger­ 
man banker on Broadway, for which ho was 
arrested,but the Tammany riuggot him clear. 
His arrest on Saturday, however, was for com­ 
plicity in tho robbery of Mr. Post’s residence 
near Catskill, and soon after his apprehension 
there followed a scene. 
Detectives Elder (ind Field called on Mr. 
Po3t’s son Edmund and Miss Alice Post, who 
had previously identified Patsey Conroy, Dan 
Kelly and Larry G.iffin, now eonlinod in the 
jail at White Ibains. Detective Elder said,

Klugwtoniunc on u Train. 
If Superintendents Abbott or Jones,or Vice 
President Saltier, or any of tho potentates 
whose word is a power in Erie and Wallkill 
Valley Railway affairs had hart a meeting 
in “committee of the whole” aud arranged the 
weather to suit themselves and the excursion 
party under their charge, they could not have 
produced a more glorious day than Monday, 
the one which witnessed tbs inauguration of 
the “Ulster County Express” over those rail­ 
ways. Never sun shone brighter; never was 
the air purer or moro bracing, and though to 
be sure it wasn’t exactly a wintry landscape 
of snow-mantled earth'old Sol looked ¡down 
upon that January morning, yet tho invigora­ 
ting eflect of the fresh, frosty air brought life 
to the limits, sparkle to the eyes and an ex­ 
hilaration of spirit that made every one 
blithesome, cheerful and happy, on good 
terms with himself and his companions. 
A large number of invitations had been 
issued to participate in ibis inaugural trip of 
the Ul3ter County Express, and at 7 o’clock 
the passengers began to gather at the Wallkill 
Valley depot in this city, till the number 
swelled up to two hundred or more, comprising 
many of our most substantial men and their 
wives aud lady relatives and friends. They 
were met at the cars by Vice-President Sahler, 
Superintendent Jone3 and General Account­ 
ant Jaques, who courteously showed them to 
scats in tho coaches. Promptly at 7:15, the 
hour announced, the train, consisting of five 
passenger coaches, including tho Pullman 
drawing-room car Cataract, in charge of Con­ 
ductor J. Carey, with engineer Ed. Haggerty 
ut the starting bar, moved out of the station, 
carrying as jolly a load of people as ever made 
mirth within the confines of a railroad car. 
Out through Greenkill avenue, across the 
bridge, around the curve, till we begin to get 
in “the rural districts" (what a great thing it 
is to beacityl), and then Haggerty lets her out 
a little—faster, faster, till the rumble and rat­ 
tle and roar settles down Into that drowsy 
monotone that bears with it always more or 
less of the eflect of music’s sweeter harmony. 
Then the good people on the traia begin to 
look about them and make themselves social 
and talk about the weather, that blessed 
old 
subject 
that 
has 
been 
the 
time-honored topic of human speech since 
Adam first became acquainted with Eve and 
discussed with her the chances of the morrow 
being sufficiently fair for him to continue hi3 
amateur gardening in some pretty Eden spot. 
And then they slid oil into other aflairs and 
by-and-by the hum of conversation aud the 
ripples of merry laughter chimed with the 
buzz and rattle of tho cars aud there was pro­ 
bably condensed in that small space sufficient 
merriment ‘o demoralize a hundred Shaker 
meetings. 
The first object of interest was the landslide 
at Contant’s quarry, and as the train slowed 
up to pass this point all eyo3 turned to the spot. 
The debris had been removed from the track, 
but a threatening mass hung from the side of 
tho cut and the passengers involuntarily shud­ 
dered as they glanced up at it and breathed 
freer as they left it behind. Our iuvitation3 
told us that this was “ an express train, and 
would only stop at the principal places along 
the line,” so many curious people hearkened 
attentively to the call of the brakeman to 
learn which of the villages that dot this pretty 
valley were to be distinguished as “ principal 
places.”
